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10 Title of the Invention : Size-Flexible Health-Oriented Shorts

1. Shorts comprising- 

15 a shorts main body (l) that includes 

a portion to be in contact with an abdominal region of 
a human body, the portion having two layers (3) that are cut 
vertically (7) and that are overlapped in a range extending 
widely to right and left, and 
20 fastener members (4) provided between the two 

layers, which make the two layers detachable to each other 
so that the overlapped range width of the two layers (3) can 
be controlled freely; and 
a band (5) that can strain hip parts at positions where hip joints of 
25 the human body are present and parts around a hypogastric region with 
elasticity and tension, a base of the band (5) being fixed on a portion of the 
shorts main body (l) in contact with the hip parts of the human body. 

2. The shorts according to claim 1, further comprising a 

30 band-hang-down preventing cover (6) that covers from outside the band (5) 
in a state of surrounding the hip parts at the positions where the hip joints 
of the human body are present and the hypogastric region, the 
band-hang-down preventing cover (6) being attached to the shorts main 
body (1) in a state of being fixed appropriately to the shorts main body (l) in 

35 its upper edge and lower edge except for an upper edge portion in a region 
corresponding to the portion of the shorts main body in contact with the 
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abdominal region of the human body. 

3. The shorts according to claim 2, wherein the band-hang-down 
preventing cover (6) includes- 

5 a portion to be in contact with the abdominal region of the human 

body, the portion having two layers (ll) that are cut vertically (9) and that 
are overlapped in a range extending widely to right and left; and 

fastener members (10) provided between the two layers, which make 
the two layers detachable to each other so that the overlapped range of the 
10 two layers can be controlled freely.

Industrial Applicability 

The present conception relates to shorts having a band that strains 

15 the vicinities of the hip joints of the human body, as a means for correcting 
abnormalities of mechanisms of the hip joints such as the dislocation of hip 
joint, the subluxation of hip joint, etc. of the human, which exhibits a 
significant effect in removing problems whose causes are not identified, such 
as pains at various parts, neuralgia, lumbago, pseudomyopia, etc. of the 

20 human. The present conception particularly relates to health-oriented 
shorts having a freely controllable waist size so that any person can wear 
the shorts irrespective of the body type, so that the shorts can be fitted 
easily to any person such as a thin person or a fat person having a big waist 
size, to provide stable and continuous correction of the abnormality of the 

25 hip joint mechanism by employing the band.

contact with the front abdominal region of the embodiment shown in FIG. 6. 
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FIG. 8 is a front view of a principal part of the embodiment shown in FIG. 1 
to which an example of the band-hang-down preventing cover is attached.
